March 10 - 16. 


The Vocational Opportunity Campaign is designed to (1) help Youth 
prepare today for the occupations of their choice, (2) to stimulate youth 
to become aware and make use of community resources in their preparation 
for and securing employment, ani (3) to interpret to employers and to 


the American public the resources to be found in these young people. 


This Campaign comes at a time that is pregnant with possibilities 
of economic murder of members of minority groups. This campaign is vital 

to every Negro citizen. Before our very noses we are experiencing 
insidious creeping unemployment and attendant ills that come when people 
cannot utilize their skills in renumerative employment. The war occasioned 
opportunity which enabled Negroes to develop many production skills. Today 
many of these skills cannot be marketed, and the number of Negroes 
possessing these now useless skills is so large that our chances for 
economic survival are being quietly buried. Negroes must train and re-train 
for peace-time jobs! Employers must recognize the ability to produce, 


regardless of creed, color, or national origin. 
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Cooperating in this year's Campaign are the Vocational Schools of 
Newark, various community agencies, and churches. Several profitable 
preparatory meetings have already been held, ami all indications point 


to a highly successful week.
